Elk Grove Man Says He Is 
Last Marshall Pallbearer 


Justice of the Peace W. E. Ever- 
son of Elk Grove, so far as he 
knows, is the last iiving member of 
the eight pallbearers who carried 
James Marshall's coffin up the hill 
overlooking Coloma, says a Sacra- 
mento paper. 

In 1883 Everson sold out his in- 
terest in a store in Elk Grove and 
bought an interest in the Last 
Chance Mine across the river from 
Coloma on the side of Mount Mur- 
phy. He became well acquainted with 
Marshall and when the discoverer 
of gold died August 10, 1885, only a 
short time before Everson decided to 
leave Coloma, he was chosen to be 
one of the pallbearers. 

Everson does not remember the 
names of all the escorts but as far 
as he knows the seventh member 
to die was James Anderson of Pla- 
cerville, who succumbed about two 
years ago. 

“The funeral services were held in 
the Methodist Presbyterian church,” 
Everson tells. “This is the second 
church up the hill as you make the 
drive up towards the monument. 

“A funeral procession was formed 
in the Coloma business section. It 
consisted of all the Masons, Odd 
Fellows, Grangers and other friends 
of Marshall. I acted as marshel of 
the procession. 

“G. J. Carpenter. an attorney. of- 
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ficiated at the services. 

“Music was furnished by Bine 
Ingham, Molly Carpenter, and a 
druggist. I don’t remember his 
name. 

“After the services the eight of 
us Started up the hill with the cof- 
fin on a bier. Both the bier and the 
coffin were iron-bound. 

“At that time there was no road 
up the hill—only a trail. The grass 
was slippery and every man fel] 
more than once. We had to rest 
many times. The tortuous journey 
finally was completed and Marshall 
was lowered to his last resting place 
while the Coloma Band played at 
the graveside.” 

While Everson was in Coloma oniy 
a little over two years, the dispatch 
Says, he left behind him much for 
the citizeins of the community to 
remember him by. One of these was 
the rejuvenation of the Coloma 
Odd Fellows Lodge. When he ar- 
rived in Coloma in 1883 the lodge 
haa only eleven old-time members, 
Everson was a member and the or- 
ganizer of the Elk Grove Odd Fel- 
lows Lodge so he set out to build 
up the Coloma branch. 

He had himself appointed grand 
master pro tem and at the first in- 
itiation took in eleven new members, 
During his stay he continued to 
build up the roganization.

| Lumber In Pioneer Building 
| Was Shipped Round Horn; 
Structure Total Loss 


The Fourth of July weekend was 
ushered in spectacularly about mid- 
night Saturday night when flames 
destroyed a_ historic landmark at 
Diamond Springs and sent sparks 
into dry grass for a radius of sev- 
eral hundred yards of the scene, 

Dancers who had gathered at 
Landis Hall for the evening assisted 
State Division of Forestry fire crew 
members in beating out the myriad 
of spot fires with wet Sacks, al- 
though the burning building was en- 
veloped in flames when the firemen 
arrived and was a total loss. 

The structure which burned is 
owned by the Varozza Estate and is 
on the right of highway 49 near the 
east end of the Diamond Springs 
Main Street as one drives toward 
Placerville. It had not been tenant- 
ed for several months. 

! Some possibility that a Mr. Mur-

ported as the flames were in their 
height, but the gentleman was later 
‘located and was somewhat surpris- 
ed to learn of the night’s develop- 
ments.

Mining Bill 
Assessment Suspension 
ls Continued In Force 
Until September Ist 


WASHINGTON, ((P—_Under a bill 
signed by President Roosevelt Fri- 
day night, holders of mining claims 
will have until September 1st to be- 
gin work without forfeiting claims. 

Under the old law, any claim for 
which a patent had not been issued 
and on which the holder had not in- 
vested $100 worth of labor or im- 
provements during the last fiscal] 
year would have expired at noon to- 
day. 

Claims will now expire in Septem- 
ber unless there is evidence that 
work has been commenced by that 
time “in good faith and will be 
prosecuted with reasonable  dili- 
gence’. 

The bill was sponsored by Repre- 


sentative Abe Murdock, Democrat of 


Utah. 

As introduced by Murdock, the 
bill would have extended the period 
until October 1st. The senate re- 
vised the date however, to Septem- 
ber 1st, and the house accepted the 
amendment.

NEW YORE, (\P)—The copper in- 
dustry began the second half of 1939 
today with brightening prospects 
which reflected improved foreign 
demand and increased domestic con- 
sumption. 

War demands are expected to 
boost current purchases of 
France to 50,000 tons, follow- 
ing the purchase last Friday 
of 21,000 tons. Other customers of 
European cartel also are expected to 
increase their stocks in the near fu- 
ture. 

Today's sales of export copper 
were made from 10.175 to 10.20 
cents,, compared with 10.24 cents on 
Saturday. Holiday considerations re- 
Stricted the day’s operations. 

Domestic copper remained un- 
changed, quoted from 10 to 10% 
cents a pound, delivered.

MOVIES BUILD A RANCH, OCEAN WITH SAILING 
SHIP, AND AN AIRPORT AS SETTING FOR 


“ONLY ANGELS HAVE WINGS” 


The magnitude of the two main 
sets of Columbia’s Howard Hawks 
production “Only Angels Have 
Wings” is still a topic of awed con- 
versation in a Hollywood whose 
most familiar adjectives are ‘“col- 
losal” and its synonyms. The film, 
which co-stars Cary Grant and Jean 
Arthur for the first time at the 
Empire Theatre, is a colorful tale of 
South American romance and ad- 
venture. The picture will be shown 
tonight and Tuesday. 

The two major sets represent a 
banana port and aviation field at 
the base of the Andes in the Pa- 
cific tropics. One section of the set 
was built at Columbia’s ranch in 
the San Fernando valley; the other 
was built on two stages in the Hol- 
lywood studio. 

The ranch set shows the base of 
the Andes, 17 buildings of the little 
tropical seaport, a section of the 
bay and the banana freighter which 
has just been moored to the jutting 
pier, a smaller pier leading {:0m 
“The Dutchman's” — a rambling 
structure of poles, bamboo and palm 
leaves which is saloon, general store. 
cafe, hotel and headquarters of the 
aviation company. 

More than 500 workmen were em- 
ployed for several months in con- 
struction of the huge set. which was 
entirely enclosed by a special can- 
vas-coveher structure to permit the 
effects of constant fog, rain and 
wind. Seventy-foot clearance from 


, the surface of the bay to the center 


of the roof was permitted by the 
huge two-foot thick poles brought 
from Los Angeles to support the 
overhead trusses. Great bow-shaped 
wood spans entended from the poles, 
which were sunk in concrete bases, 
and on these rested’ transverse 
spans 140 feet in length. Three acres 
of canvas tented the entire struc- 
ture and under the roof was rigged 
piping which shed water at the rate 
of 3,500 gallons an hour. 

More than 500,000 feet of lumber 
were used in construction of the 
buildings ,which also required 10,000 
square feet of galvanized iron roof 


covering, two truckloads of bamboo | 


and about 7,000 palm leaves. A nar- 
row-gauge railway runs along 500 
feet of the shore and out onto the 
main pier. six flat-cars haul ba- 
nanas along this miniature railway. 

The basis excavated for the ocean- 
front was about 75 feet by 250 feet 
and has been prepared for perma- 
nent use at the ranch. It is four 
feet deep. and required the excava- 
tion of 4.000 cubic yards of earth. 
Lined with asphalt, it now holds al- 
most two million gallons of water. 

Five tons of steel were used in 
construction of the freighter which 
moves through the harbor and ties 
up at the pier. The bow of the ves- 
sel extends 19 feet out of water. its 
super structure extends 40 feet 
above the waterline. Four truckloads 
of marine fittings dressed the boat, 
which has a working derrick and 
other practicable maritime machin- 
ery.
